Commerce and Labor, through its Bureau of Statistics, show 
that exports of manufactures during the single month of August 
have increased nearly nine million dollars, or about 25 per cent.

as compared with the same month of last year, 
twenty million dollars as compared with August, 1901. 
time, the manufacturers have increased their consumption 
materials imported for use in the various processes of domestic 
industry, the August, 1905, imports of crude articles for use in 
manufacturing having increased nearly two million dollars over 
the imports of August, 1904, while there is an increase of about 
fifty million dollars when the eight months ending with August 
of this year are compared with the corresponding period a year 
earlier. ‘That class of manufacturers’ materials designated as 
‘wholly or partially manufactured” also shows increased imports 
—about a million dollars during August, and over thirteen 
million dollars during the eight months ending with August. 

During the eight months ending with August, 1905, imports 
of manufactures, including all degrees of manufacture, aggre- 
gated three hundred twenty-two millions, while exports of man- 
ufactures amounted during the same period to three hundred 
seventy-six million dollars. As recently as 1897 the records 
of our foreign commerce showed an importation of two hundred 
eighty-three million dollars’ worth of manufactures during the 
calendar year, as against two hundred eighty million dollars’ 
worth of manufactures exported. The following year was the 
first to show exports of manufactures in excess of imports of 
manufacturers, and since 1898 there has been a steady increase 
in the outward flow of the products of our manufacturing 
industries. During the eight-month periods of the years named 
exports of manufactures have increased from one hundred nine- 
ty million dollars in 1897 to three hundred seventy-six millions 
in 1905, while imports of manufactures have only increased 
from two hundred twelve million dollars in 1897 to three hundred 
twenty-two millions in 1905. 

In nearly every class there is great activity shown, both as to 
imports and exports. The value of manufactures exported 
during the first eight months of 1905 practically equalled the 
total exports of manufactures during the entire calendar year 
i899, being $376,198,079, as against a total of $380,787,891 for

who are dealing with the Catalogue House question, to see 
whethe is possible to cure this evil or reduce it to less tor- 
midable proportions.” 

hese goods being given away under such auspices exerts a 


tenden cheapen the specialty in the general market and the 
retail apt to drop it for good and all. Only the bright and 
shinit ehts of the advertising world are those selected, as these 
goods iin celebrity in the trade and know that degree of pull 
that helps to introduce the other article. In this respect as far 

; the specialties are concerned these goods exercise a more evil 
effect on the trade than the adversely criticised catalogue houses, 
fostering an influence that marks the goods out of a dealer's order, 
and cuts both ways in consequence. 

The 
Joint Committee might not consider it unworthy of their atten- 
ton, verything having a tendency to restrict the trade of 
retailers, by sales of goods that are well advertised, should be held 
subject to consideration of so able an organized body of the trade;

The White Lily Washer Co., Davenport, lowa, as representa- 
tive advertisers among the Washing Machine fraternity, send 
us the following: 


Editor HARDWARE: 

| am in receipt of your favor of recent date, asking for my 
views on the custom of giving merchandise away as prizes. This 
question and the Catalogue House question are synonymous, and 
it is a question that needs an enormous amount of study and 
publicity to get the average Hardware dealer to realize that the 
remedy lies entirely in his own hands. Of course, | do not -pre- 
tend to say that any one dealer can remedy this evil; but if the 
Hardware Dealers’ Associations throughout the country will take 
up this matter and act as a unit, I believe that these evils would 
soon be overcome. 

You call my particular attention to the fact that 
Machines, Lawn Mowers and Guns are used as prizes. They are, 
and they are also sold by the Catalogue House. Is there a 
remedy? I claim that there is, and I will endeavor to show how 
it can be done. 

In the first place, no Washing Machine Factory, Lawn Mower 
or Gun Factory could run at a profit if they had the entire 
sales of these concerns; and, in order to make a profitable busi- 
ness, they must either sell the retailer or the jobber. Now, if 
Mr. Dealer would only get together with his fellow-dealers and 
say, “We don't buy any goods that are sold to prize-giving con- 
cerns or Catalogue Houses,’ Mr. Manufacturer would soon be 
saying, as we say, every day, ““We don't sell our goods to Cata- 
logue Houses or Merchandise prize concerns.” The trouble is, 
we have too many manufacturers who have never learned to say 
no; and the only way they can be taught in their old age, is to 
have the dealer reiterate it to them until they realize that the 
dealer has wakened up and found out that he is the King Pin of 
the situation; that he is not buying any of their goods; and all 
because they are selling the Catalogue Houses. 

The dealer may ask how he is going to get a line of goods that 
is not sold to the Catalogue House. He may say they can’t all 
buy “White Lily” washers. ‘This is true, but we are not the “only 
pebble on the beach.” We don't sell the Catalogue House or 
Merchandise Prize Concern. There are others, and a good 
many of them, good reliable concerns, who sell their goods direct 
to the retail Hardware trade, or through a Hardware jobber, 
Manufacturers, like ourselves, who would not under any consid- 
eration, accept an order from any one not in the legitimate retail 

It has been our experience that the Catalogue House 
Merchandise Prize Concern do not want an unknown 
They don’t want a line of goods that is not sold by the 
retailer. What they must have to be successful, is a line of goods 
that the dealer has advertised. So if Mr. Dealer will only posi- 
tively refuse to buy any goods that are handled by these concerns, 
it will serve a double purpose. 

In the first place, it will stop the advertising that is done by 
the retailer for the Catalogue House; and in the second place, as

soon as this advertising is stopped, Mr. Catalogue Buyer stops 
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buying from Mr. Manufacturer and he has lost both the trade 
of the retailer and the Catalogue House. His failure to say “no,” 
in the first place, has put him out of business. Another thing 
the retailer wants to look out for, is the manufacturer that puts 
out his goods under any and every old name. A short time ago 
[ was talking to a retail dealer and in the course of our conver- 
sation the Catalogue House question came up, and he informed 
me that he never handled anything that was sold by a Catalogue 
House. At the same time he was making a leader of a washing 
machine that was identically the same as those handled by nearly 
every Catalogue House, only under another name. I informed 
him of this fact and had nim compare the cuts of the machine, 
which were identically the same. He cut the line out; and it 
every other dealer was to watch the matter a little closer it 
would be time well spent. 

My humble advice is, Mr. Dealer, get together. Attend your 
Hardware Dealers’ Conventions. Buy your goods from manutfac- 
turers who don’t sell the Catalogue House or Merchandise Prize 
Concerns, and then you will find that the manufacturer will soon 
come to your terms. As far as we are concerned, we will not 
under any circumstances sell our goods to be given away as 
prizes or to any Catalogue House. Sam |. WHITE, 
Sec’y & Treas.

PREMIUM GOODS. 

In the trade letter to HARDWARE of Oct. roth, the Logan-Gregg 
Hardware Co., comment on the amount of goods distributed as 
premium goods, and the great loss it means in Hardware to the 
retail merchant. We quite agree with them, for if allowee to 
continue will grow to be quite as serious, to the retailer, as the 
catalogue house. 

Many jobbers, both large and small, have for years cultivated 
this trade, selling in quantities to suit the premium proposition, 
and later on, if the premium company found the goods moved in 
quantities, they went to the manufacturers for supplies, and the 
quantity often being as great as the medium sized jobber would 
buy, get the jobbers’ prices. 

Many large distributors of premiums, such as the Continental 
Tobacco Co., originally drew their supplies in large lots from 
jobbers. 

Having watched this very closely, for several years find that 
90% of the “premium goods” in the Hardware line, are sold by 
jobbers, and think the stand well taken by the Logan-Gregg Hard- 
ware Co. 

At Washington this should be one of the important topics for 
discussion by the jobbers, and adopt measures that will check 
this evil, and not cultivate this trade, as they did the catalogu» 
house, until too large for the jobber to longer sell, and then 
expect the manufacturer to undo the evil they had been many 
years in building up. C. F. M. 

THE RECENT RURAL DELIVERY P. 0. ORDER. 

It is believed by those in the Post Office Department familar 
with the subject that the regulation permitting mail to be deliv- 
ered on rural routes by box: number only, and authorizing post- 
masters to furnish applicants with the number of routes and 
boxes thereon radiating from their respective offices, will be with- 
drawn, leaving in force only that part of the original order pro- 
viding that boxes on rural routes shall be serially numbered. 

The Post Office Department has recently issued for the use of 
the daily press in the form of a typewritten memorandum, the 
following statement: 

The suggestion to extend to rural mail boxes the provision of the 
postal laws and regulations which permits delivery of mail matter to 
city boxes by number only has recently furnished a live subject for 
correspondence in the Post Office Department. The original sugges- 
tion carried with a statement, which appeared to be justified by the 
records, that the proposed extension would greatly iacrease the re- 
ceipts at rural free delivery post offices. 

Inquiry on the subject at the office of the Fourth Assistant 
master-General to-day developed the fact that it had been found 
ceedingly difficult in many sections of the country to make prompt 
routes where there are a number of

deliveries of letters on rural 
families of the same name. In order to overcome the difficulty and 
cnable postmasters to furnish carriers and substitutes with proper and 
complete rosters of patrons on their routes the conclusion was reached 
after careful and thorough consideration that the best way to accom- 
plish the end desired would be to number the boxes and have rosters 
prepared showing opposite the number of each box the names of all 
persons entitled to receive mail at that box. For instance, if there 
were a dozen Smiths receiving mail at box No. 1 on rural route No. 
1 a list of the names would be placed opposite rural box No. 1, so 
that the carrier or his substitute could see at a glance where each 
person’s mail should be deposited. 

After it had been decided to number rural boxes, the suggestion was

This is believed to be caused by the action which was taken by 
the Department when notifying certain concerns that their )ropo- 
sition to postmasters and carriers involved violations of the law 
and that all employees transgressing the regulation wor!d be 
promptly dismissed. The managers of these mail order |ouses 
placed under the ban are aware that the Department meant 
to keep its word and that disastrous consequences might follow. 
It is stated on the best authority that if any further abuses in 
this direction had been discovered the matter would have been 
turned over to the Department of Justice for appropriate action. 


MR. BIGELOW’S GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY. 


Samuel A. Bigelow, president of the National Hardware Asso- 
ciation and president of the Bigelow and Dowse Company, 
Boston, Mass., commemorating the number of years with which 
he had been connected with the business, celebrated his fiftieth 
anniversary On Friday, October 13. During the day made s0 
memorable he received testimonials from a number of his friends 
and well wishers in the trade that were not only locally prominent 
but extended all over the country. ‘The Executive Committee 
of the National Hardware Association presented him with a 
superb mahogany chair handsomely upholstered in _ leather. 
The numerous employees of the company sent a splendid bou- 
quet containing fifty American Beauty roses, which was supple- 
mented by another bouquet which was decorated with a card 
“Your boston jobbing friends and neighbors hope to greet you 
on your hundredth anniversary.” 

Accomranying the gift of the National Hardware Association 
was a letter from JT. James Fernley, Secretary- Treasurer, 
which read their good wishes as follows: 

“In behalf of your fellow officers, members of the Advisory 
Board and the Executive Committee of the National Hardware 
Association I ask you to accept the office chair sent to you to-day 
as a souvenir of the anniversary which you celebrated on Friday 
Ootober 13. 

“It is a very rare privilege to be enabled to complete a_ halt 
century in commercial life. Indeed, of those who start in the race 
but few are permitted to pass the fiftieth milestone. You are 
to be congratulated on this anniversary occasion, not only be- 
cause you have been able to continue in the race, but that this 
anniversary day finds you equipped mentally and physically for a 
continuance of the same. 

“We do not ask that you accept this souvenir because of its 
intrinsic value, but simply as a slight token of respect from 
those with whom you have associated during more than one-fifth 
of your commercial life in an effort to uplift this, your chosen 
business. It is generally recognized that you have made many 
sacrifices for your business association, and it must to-day be a 
source of a great deal of satisfaction to know that selfishness 
has been an unknown trait in your character. 

“The Hardware trade of the country is indeed proud of the 
record that you have made—s5o years in one line of business in 
your city and no tarnish attached to your name. It is the earnest 
wish of your friends of the officiary of this association, whom | 
represent, that continued happiness shall attend your remaining 
days and that you may spend many restful hours occupying the 
trifling souvenir to which allusion is made.” 

Mr. Bigelow began his business life in 1855, beginning with a 
salary of $50, which in three years, the usual apprenticeship of 
the day, was increased to $125. He was so earnest and industrious 
in the several subordinate positions filled by him he finally 
succeeded to salesmanship. When the firm of Homer Bishop 
& Co. was founded in 1864 Mr. Bigelow was so important as to be 
offered a partnership in 1866.

New improvements are being made 
and new families are constantly coming on so that the demand js 
always about equal to the supply from one year’s end to the 
other. 

The Hardware dealer who has not yet added sewing machmes 
to his stock will find the business is just as certain and just 
as profitable as any other line and if he will give sewing machines 
a fair chance, there is no branch of his business that will pay 
a better profit for the investment than a line of high grade, 
fully warranted reliable family sewing machines.

W. K. MORISON & CO. OF MINNEAPOLIS BURNED OUT. 

Fire resulting in a loss of about $50,000 to the stock of W. K. 
Morison & Co. Hardware store at 247-249 Nicollet Avenue, Min- 
neapolis on Sunday afternoon. 

The blaze started in the basement at the rear and before dis- 
covered had gained considerable headway. The cause is un 
known, but it is presumed that the fire started either as the re- 
sult of spontaneous combustion or from electric wiring. From 
the basement the fiames leaped up the freight elevator shaft at 
the rear and when the firemen arrived they saw fire leaping up te 
the third and fourth stories, while from every window and door 
they encountered thick clouds of smoke. 

After a fight of about three hours the flames were subdued bit 
not until the building and contents were soaked from top to 
bottom. The flames had been confined almost entirely to the 
fourth floor. The front portions of the first, second and third 
Hoors were not touched by fire. Water did the damage on these 
floors. The water loss will be just about as heavy, if not 
heavier, than the fire loss. 

The fourth or top floor is used for the storage of stoves, re- 
frigerators, agricultural implements and tools. The third floor 
is used for the storage of paints, oils and general Hardware 
stock. ‘The second and first floors are the retail floors. 

The Morison stock was valued at $150,000 with $120,000 in- 
surance.

NEGLIGENCE—EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY ACTS. 


Question: Has a man who is employed by a contractor 
is hurt by the explosion of a blast through the carelessness 
the foreman in charge of the work, any right to recover fr 
his employer for the injury? j 

RepLy: At common law and in the absence of statutes, 11 
generally held that if the master exercises reasonable care 
the selection of competent fellow-servants, an injured man h 
no remedy against his employer, even for injuries caused 
the negligence and carelessness of such co-servants. This w 
deemed to be one of the risks incident to his employment. Ai 
it was generally held that a foreman and laborer were co-s« 
vants within the scope of this rule. It follows that in a Sta 
where the common law has not been changed by statute, a ma 
ter would not be liable in such a case as you put. 

But by recent statutes, commonly known as Employers’ Li: 
bility Acts, the master is made responsible for negligent acts | 
superintendence of a superintendent or a person exercising su 
functions. ‘These statutes usually require that timely notice sha 
be given the employer of the time, place and cause of the injur 
if any advantage is to be taken of their provisions.

SALESMEN—RIGHT TO DISCHARGE. 


Question: “A” hires “B” as a salesman -nd agrees to pa) 
$2,500 a year for his services. No written contract was entered 
into. At the end of six months the employer discharges the 
salesman for no fault on the salesman’s part, but because the em 
ployer cannot afford to pay so high a salary. Has he the right to 
do this? 

RepLy: In this class of cases, two rules are well settled: (1) If 
there ms a hiring or contract of employment for the definite term 
of one year, then the employer will be liable for discharging the 
employee, unless the discharge is occasioned by the employee's 
incompetency or misconduct. (2) A general or indefinite hiring 
is prima facie a hiring at will; and if the employee claims that 
he was hired for a definite term of one year, the burden is upon 
him to establish this by proof. A contract to pay one $2,500 a 
year for services is not a contract for a year, but a contract 
to pay at the rate of $2,500 a year, and can be terminated at will 
by either party. No presumption attaches that it was for a day 
even, but only at the rate fixed, for whatever time the party 
may serve. On the facts as you state them, the employer had 
the right to discharge the employee at any time and without as 
signing any cause therefor.

EXPORT BUSINESS. 

xport business, going chiefly to Mexico, Cuba, and to Panama 
and the nearby republics, while hampered to some extent by the 
quarantine restrictions placed on those ports suspected of being 
infected with yellow fever, has never been seriously interfered 
with. Trade to Cuba went either via Mobile, or direct to 
Havana on the Morgan liners. Now the Munson people, who re- 
moved to Mobile when fever was found here, are soon to return 
to New Orleans. Additional facilities are soon to be added to 
both the Munson and Morgan line trade. The Mexican Ameri- 
can Steamship Company recently added ten new ships to its 
fleet, and cut down the time to Vera Cruz and to Tanpico, by 
one full day each way. When the first of the two new ships ar- 
rived, a luncheon was tendered on board to the export men of the 
city. On board the export men of both Stauffer-Eshlemen, and 
A. Baldwin & Co., commented on the fact that the Mexican 
business had increased fully 200 per cent. within three years, 
and expressed a conviction that even greater increase would soon 
follow. 

“Our merchants are just now learning how to go after the 
Spanish-American trade,’ said one, “and now that they have 
learned that lesson, I fully believe that the business will be sought 
as earnestly and as systematically as it is by the German and 
Knglish merchants, who control the greater share of the Span- 
ish-American markets.” 

In addition to these added export facilities, there is a new 
coastwise steamship company to put in ships to Alabama and 
lorida ports. ‘This will bring into touch with New Orleans a 
territory hitherto regarded as belonging exclusively to the cities 
in Alabama, and to those of Georgia. 

PERSONAL NOTES. 

Personal notes of the last six weeks are brief. Just now those 
who have been away are rapidly returning. : 

Pearl Wight, head of Woodward-Wight & Co., who has been 
severely ill in New Hampshire, will return about November 1. 
He was largely instrumental in getting the first movement started 
to invite President Roosevelt to come to New Orleans. He is 
Republican National Commiutteeman from this State. 

Albert Baldwin, Jr., of A. Baldwin Co., Ltd., is a member of 
the Executive Committee on the President’s entertainment. 

Postmaster T. J. Woodward, formerly senior member and 
founder of Woodward-Wight Co., is also a member of this 
committee. 

The Fairbanks Company has broken ground for its big build- 
ing in Camp and St. Joseph Street. The structure will be com- 
pleted in eight months, and will be the largest Hardware and 
machinery warehouse in this section.

FEED BAG FOR ANIMALS. 
Supported by Rods Which Slip Over the Shafts. 


The driver of every team should be supplied with a bag of some 
kind for holding feed for his horses, as-he seldom is sure where 
he will be when feeding time comes. Some drivers are very 
careful in this respect, while others make use of anything that 
is available. Quite a large number of feed bags are in use, the 
majority being constructed so that they can be attached to the 
side of the horse’s head. This does not give the horse any free- 
dom to move his head without moving the bag also. A Phila- 
delphia man has patented an exceedingly simple feed bag which 
overcomes this fault. The bottom and sides are made of canvas 
or other flexible material, while the top consists of a circular 
frame divided into two sections, which are connected by small 
loops.

han Che electrical department of an ironmonger’s shop for- 
mi ‘onsisted of electric bell-hanging, which operation was 
pel ied on purely mechanical lines and without any scientific 
investigation into causes and results, and with comparatively 
little knowledge of the relative values of the different batteries 
em} d, and without regard to the cell power needed in order 
to ply given lengths of insulated wire. Now all this is 
chanved, and the ironmonger’s workman is taught, at any rate, 
the elementary laws which govern electrical power, and he knows 
something about the construction of electric bells and indt- 
cators, as well as the reasons why perfect joints and well insu- 
lated wires are necessary. The Electrical Exhibition, which is 


now being held at Olympia, London, has been brought about 
through the instrumentality of the National Electrical Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the Institution of Electrical Engineers. 
(he majority of the exhibits are composed of plant and heavy 
machinery required for light and power, but many of the stands 
contain most interesting collections of electrical appliances which 
appeal, not only to the users of power, but of electric light, both 
branches of electrical work now being brought into special prom- 
The general public are fast learning the advantages of 
electric lighting, its convenience, superior illuminating quali- 
ties, and its comparative cheapness. The numerous inventions 
whereby domestic economy can be effected by the use of elec- 
trical machinery, household machines and cooking effected by the 
aid of the modern science. Numerous inventions, coming under 
the different heads mentioned, are on view at the Exhibition, 
which is being well patronized by the public as well as by retail 
Hardwaremen. There is no doubt that the Exhibition will give 
an impetus to the industry, and it is noted with satisfaction that 
the ironmongers of this country are wishful to secure a fair 
share of the trade. This they can easily do, and without much 
dificulty or inconvenience they may obtain the necessary assist- 
ance from their workpeople. Electric-wiring is not difficult, and 
when this is performed the attachment of fittings quite easy. 
In fact, the ironmonger now finds that the use of electric lighting 
leads to the purchase of numerous accessories for which he is 
able to obtain orders if he is in a position to carry out contracts 
for electrical installations. Many of the leading corporations 
and electrical supply companies offer special advantages to do- 
mestic users of electric power and are doing their utmost to 
popularize this method of obtaining labor-saving contrivances. 
The Electrical Exhibition, which is to remain open some little

THE SALE OF DAIRY-FARMING APPLIANCES. 

british ironmongers residing in country districts are largely 
dependent upon the success of the agricultural industries in their 
several localities, and are, therefore, anxious to introduce to their 
chents the latest and best labor-saving appliances and modern 
economical farm implements and machines. Dairy farming is an 
Important part of this industry in rural England, and probably 
in no uther branch of farming has greater progress been made 
in recent years than in this section; formerly the methods prac- 
tised in the farmers’ dairies were of the crudest kind, and an 
inventory of farm requirements of, say, fifty years ago would 
be scarcely understood by modern agriculturists, who are taught 
to regard mechanical contrivances as indispensable. Vast im- 
provements have been made in churning apparatus and the old 
plunger churn, long ago superseded by the dasher of the barrel, 
is now placed among antiquarian relics. End-over-end, eccen- 
tric, and other forms of modern churns effect the operation of 
churning with great speed and produce the desired aim for the 
dairymaid with marvelous rapidity. Probably the greatest ad- 


vance made in dairy farming is the rapid distribution of cream 


separators all over the country. In many ways Denmark leads 
the way in dairy farming appliances, and since the introduction 
11 this country of the first cream separator, less than twenty 
years ago, a score or more of English and Continental manufac- 
turers have poured a continual stream of these valuable appli- 
ances upon the English market. The latest and best types of 
separators, pasteurizers, refrigerators, coolers and other modern 
contrivances are now being shown at the Agricultural Hall, Is- 
lington, at the annual Exhibition of the Dairy Farmers’ Associa- 
tion. During the past few days scores of bright and intelligent 
dairymaids keenly competed for prizes and awards in the churn- 
ing and butter-making competitions. At this Exhibition not only 
farmers, but agricultural implement agents and ironmongers in 
the provinces, came up to the metropolis in great numbers, eager 
to inspect the latest inventions of English, American and Con- 
tinental manufacturers. In connection with this Dairy Show 
poultry farming is allotted a gallery, where the manufacturers 
of these useful appliances demonstrate their several qualities and 
point out to their admiring visitors the advantages of their in- 
ventions. There are many different makes of incubators upon 
the market and it is difficult to select out of so many any particu- 
lar make for special mention. It will, doubtless, be interesting 
to your readers to know that the United States of America 
figures largely among the locations where such contrivances are 
manufactured. The Cyphers Incubator Co., of Chicago and New 
York, have very successfully introduced their incubators in this 
country and have several energetic agents on this side. Most 
ef the incubators and poultry appliances handled in this country 
by R. A. Colt, Ltd., are also of American origin. 
THE FATE OF PARK ROYAL. 

In a recent letter I referred to the unsatisfactory position of 
the Royal Agricultural Society of England, and to the probabil- 
ity of the abandonment of the permanent show ground in Lon- 
don. After giving the matter earnest consideration the council 
of the Royal Society have decided to hold a show in the provinces 
in 1906, and are now debating the fate of the show ground. 
They have already decided to cut down expenses and to mater- 
ially reduce the salaries of the permanent staff. They have also 
in contemplation the sale of the London ground and the valu- 
able site upon which their London offices are situated. By suct: 
drastic measures of reform and financial curtailment the well- 
wishers of the society hope to secure a sound financial basis 
upon which the future work of the society may be built. Al- 
though no decision has yet been arrived at, Derby is named 
as a possible location for the 1906 show. This town is cen- 
trally situated, convenient of access and possesses suitable land 
in the immediate vicinity of the town, and it is thought that if 
suitable arrangements can be made a show there will receive 
not only the support of agriculturists, but of manufacturers of 
implements and machines, and that an exceptionally good show 
may be anticipated. 


WHAT BRITISH IRONMONGERS ARE DOING. 


The Autumn and Winter work of Hardware associations has 
commenced, and already some advance in association work has 
been made. The London Association is taking steps to carry 
on a progressive campaign of mission work, and hopes, by setting 
a good example to provincial associations, to extend the benefits 
which associated members have received to those ironmongers 
who have not, so far, been convinced of the pecuniary and social 
benefits of association membership and affiliation to the I. F. A. 

A distinctly forward movement is now going on among the 
ironmongers’ assistants in this country and that progressive city, 
Liverpool, is leading the van. The officers of the Liverpool 
Assistants’ Association are busily engaged in obtaining the opin- 
ions of ironmongers’ assistants in other towns and country vil- 
lages, so that steps may be taken to form local and district asso- 
clations with the ultimate end of founding a National Iron- 
mongers’ Assistants’ Association. The benefits of assistants asso- 
ciating has already been proved, and the members of the Liver- 
pool Association speak very hopefully of the still greater benefits 
they hope to obtain in the future, in consequence of the improved 
facilities for obtaining technical information and trade knowl- 
edge which the association will afford.

THE CLEVELAND TRADE. 

There is no red flag visible in the business sky but some 
apprehension exists that Congress may interfere with the 
business of the country by unwise legislation. It may seem nec- 
cessary but it is not to be regretted if railroad rates are to 
be made a political issue. Politicians may welcome such actioa 
as it will furnish platform material on account of the general 
prejudice against corporations for public service. It seems to be 
apparent that the action of railroads in making rates conditioned 
upon “what the traffic will bear” has promoted general prosperity. 
That it favored the West has been a cause of complaint, but 
the benefit was so apparent to the people that business soon ad- 
justed itself. That selfishness induced their action is not con- 
clusive against it, as most of the public benefactors have come 
from acts preformed not for public good but to promote per- 
sonal ends. If corporations for public service could be made 
liable for attorneys’ fees where judgments are _ rendered 
against them for damages, it would result in earlier adjustments 
and do much to avoid the most serious causes of complaint. 
The rights given them under incorporation might bear this in- 
equality for the public good. The benefit raiJroads have been 
to the country should protect them from undue prejudice and 
give them their rights. The men who appear as railroad mag- 
nates are not the only owners of railroads. Savings banks 
and insurance companies representing millions of people are 
deeply interested in their securities and the prosperity of the 
country is largely dependent on their prosperity.

THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 

It is pleasant to report that trade is fully up to expectations 
and orders are coming from every part of the country with 
most gratifying results. Not only is there an active demand 
for goods but they are wanted at once and shipments are being 
hurried, showing a need of goods. Under such circumstances, 
jobbers are having some difficulty in keeping their stocks in shape. 
It is a great annoyance to the dealer to order goods and then 
be denied immediate shipment, but this has been the experience 
of the jobbers, and apparently the manufacturers are far _ be- 
hind. For ourselves we could name orders placed three and 
four months ago that are still unfilled, although badly needed. 
Prices are strong and the material market is firm with higher 
prices announced from day to day and manufactured goods are 
feeling the strain of advance. ‘These changes in prices, how- 
ever, are moderate and probably do not more than cover the 
actual cost of the advance in cost; in fact, manufacturers claim 
that they are not fully repaid for the increased cost of making 
goods and that further advances will be imperative if the 
high prices of material should be continued. 

The Copper market is particularly strong and nearly all goods 
in this line are advancing daily. such as, Copper Cocks, Rivets 
and Burrs and Brass Cocks. On the whole the sotuation 1s prom- 
ising and as crops are now coming into the market there should 
also be a decided improvement in collections with resulting good 
trade throughout the balance of the Fall.

THE PITTSBURGH TRADE. 

Pittsburgh seems to be upon the eve of another boom in her 
manufacturing interests. All the steel mills are full of orders and 
early deliveries are getting to be almost impossible. We hear of 
large purchases by the railroads of locomotives, cars and rails, 
while structural steel is ordered for delivery six months ahead. 
The recent advance in price of crude petroleum means a good 
deal to this section. A large part of Western Pennsylvania, 
Eastern Ohio and West Virginia depend in a measure upon the 
production of oil and a difference of 25c. a barrel in the selling 
price means the difference between a loss and a profit. A con- 
vention of parties interested in improved navigation in the Ohio 
and Mississippi Rivers is to be held shortly at Cairo, Ill. Much 
good has been done by these meetings in arousing public senti- 
ment and influencing Congress to make appropriations for this 
purpose. No better use can be made of Uncle Sam’s income 
than to use a goodly percentage thereof in improving these im- 
portant means of carrying the products of the country from point 
to point. Pittsburgh is vitally interested in cheap transportation 
and will be represented ably at this convention, There is quite. 
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an advancing tendency in prices of Hardware lately, especially 
in goods in which weight is the predominating element of cost. 
Retailers run no risk in stocking up whenever they can obtain 
goods at old rates or even at the first advance. All indications 
point to a busy Winter in Pittsburgh and it is difficult to find 
any reason why there should not be good trade for at least a year 
to come. We are enjoying very pleasant Fall weather and have 
had no killing frosts up to this writing.

THE SAN FRANCISCO TRADE. 
The staples of the California farmer continue to make their 
ial gratifying exhibit. There is some decline in agricultural 
products, due to offerings of the new crops, but that always 
occurs during the Fall months, and is therefor accepted as_ the 
regular annual condition. 3ut the wholesalers and _ retailers 





alike report continued expansion in the demand for all sorts of 
merchandise, with collections good and money in liberal supply 
and readily accessible. The industrial interests are making simi- 
iar reports. The farmers and orchardists all over the coast 
States, from the wheat grower of the North to the orange grower 
of the South, are in such excellent financial condition that thev 
are very independent with their produce and are inclined to be 
stubborn in their general holding back for better prices later on. 
It is an old and trite saying that when the farmer is prosperous 
the nation is likewise, but it will bear repetition. Present con- 
ditions are an emphatic illustration of it. Bankers base their 
plans on it, and merchants extend their credits on it. The Cali- 
fornia farmer was never in better financial condition, hence pros- 
perity here still abides with the country. 

Business halted one day last week, on the oth instant, while 
Yom Kippur, the day of atonement, was observed, and through- 
out the trade and city orthodox Hebrews devoted the dav to 
repentance and prayer. Stores with drawn shutters and closed 
doors emphasized the importance of the holiday. Its observance 
generally and its effect upon city business seemed more notice- 
able than ever before. Politicians noted the light registration in 
districts where the Hebrew vote is strongest, for under the old 
race law civic duties are forbidden for Yom Kipper. Old time 
Hardwaremen of San Francisco remarked that it was onlv in 
recent years that the observance of the greatest of holidays in 
the Hebrew calendar had become noticeable and that it called 
attention to the rapid growth of the Hebrew population of this 
city. 

Jobbers in the trade are pleased for the reason that they are 
now able to do business in British Columbia without paying any 
special tax. The British Columbia Legislature some time ago 
passed a statute imposing a tax of $50 on all commercial trav- 
elers who entered that province from outside places, and last 
week it removed the tax. A somewhat similar statute was passed 
by the Quebec Legislature at its last session. The Quebec Gov- 
ernment makes the tax $300. ~ 

The Palace Hardware Company, the oldest house in San Fran 
cisco, making the sale of fine Builders’ Hardware a specialty, was 
started in the year 1880, under the name of the Latson Hardware 
Company, and was located on New Montgomery Street, under 
the Palace Hotel. In 1891 Frank Latson retired, his interest hav- 
ing been purchased by Edmund S. Gray, Monroe Greenwood, 
Robert Wisnom and Lemuel T. Lewis. The present name was 
then adopted. Shortly after the Greenwood-Lewis interests were 
purchased by O. I. Sites, formerly for many years associated 
with the First National Bank of Oakland. In 1808 death removed 
Mr. Gray from the personnel of the corporation. Frank H. Ellis, 
president of the company, was one of the original incorporators 
of the Latson company, and for twenty-five years he has given 
of the best that was in him towards the upbuilding of the busi- 
ness. His labors of a quarter century rank him one of the oldest 
suilders’ Hardwaremen now in active service in San Francisco. 
The Latson-Ellis people were the first to introduce the sale of 
P. & F. Corbin’s lines on the Pacific coast. “Corbin” goods have 
always been their specialty and the large number of handsome 
buildings in San Francisco finished with this product are not only 
monuments to the company’s zeal and energy, but to the unquali- 
fied quality of “Corbin” manufacture. The officers of the Palace 
Hardware Company are: President, Frank H. Ellis; vice-presi- 
dent, Robert Wisnom; secretary and manager, O. F. Sites. 

A party of British shareholders in the National Steel and Wire 
Company, which ts fighting the Steel Trust, was here several days 
the past week, having arrived from the East by way of Los An- 
geles in a private car. The visitors are making a tour of this 
country, inspecting the various plants of the corporation, one 
of which is located in this city, and are accompanied by Everett 
Webster, president of the corporation; J. C. Rogers. C 
Mass., vice-president of the sea x c. Caples, er Rage 
ager of the same concern, and Cowley Lambert, Colonel Swaine, 
W. E. Slaughter, J. Watt Davis and Felix T. Cobbold, all men 
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of great wealth, the majority of whom have never been in this 
country before. Their visit to Los Angeles has been followed by 
a report that it was for the purpose of looking over the field 
there for business and acting upon recommendations from the 
home directors and stockholders that the company extend its 
manufacturing interests. Upon this subject Mr. Caples said: 
“The gentlemen who have come so many miles to see this country 
have combined business with a great deal of pleasure. As our 
company is a large manufacturer of wire, its stockholders are 
naturally interested in the rapid development of electric railroads 
throughout the country, and the growth of these systems in the 
West has greatly surprised these gentlemen from England, who 
were most enthusiastic over the operation of the lines in South- 
ern California. Two of our party are the principal owners in 
the White Pass and Yukon Railroad, and others are interested in 
several big enterprises in the United States. Irom here we go 
to Portland to visit the exposition.” 

On the evening of October 14 Albert Gallatin, pioneer of Cali- 
fornia, capitalist and until a few years ago known as one of the 
most prominent Hardware merchants in the State, died suddenly 
at his home in this city. Apoplexy was the cause of his death. 
He was sitting with his family at dinner, when he suddenly 
dropped his arms to his side and expired in a few minutes. He 
was born in New York seventy years ago and came here in 
pioneer days and went into the gold mining industry, but was not 
a very successful miner. Then he entered the Hardware busi- 
ness at Sacramento and finally became one of the members and 
the president of the Hardware, Implement and Miners’ Supply 
store of Huntington, Hopkins & Co., with a large branch in this 
retired from business. He died pos-

GREATER FOREIGN TRADE. 
METHODS BY WHICH FOREIGN MARKETS MAY BE WON. 

Consul Skinner, of Marseilles, thinks there are good opportuni- 
ties to increase America’s foreign trade. He finds fault with 
some of the prevailing methods and points out such as would 
seem to him to lead to success, or at least to be worthy of trial. 
He favors the national standardization of products sold from 
samples, such as cereals, cottons, oils, greases, etc. He writes, re- 
plying to questions submitted to him: 

Americans willingly travel for pleasure, but they are seldom 
inclined to live abroad permanently for the purpose of engaging 
in business. In Great Britain and Germany, our chief competi- 
tors, there is a surplus of men, who naturally seek trading cen- 
tres abroad, where they act as intermediaries for the sale of Brit- 
ish or German goods. The important foreign firms are always 
harboring one or more “volunteers,’ young Englishmen or Ger- 
mans, who leave home to prepare themselves for this work. We 
have comparatively little material of this sort to draw upon, and 
therefore such foreign business as has not actually sought our 
manufacturers has usually been obtained by working through 
existing foreign commission firms, the American exporter re- 
maining a stranger in both cases to the requirements and possi- 
bilities of the consuming market. Now, there is a surprisingly 
small number of American manufacturers actually possessing 
an export trade, but as it is fairly representative the European 
concerns handling the business see little or no advantage in ex- 
tending their lines, to the confusion of their own buyers, who 
would be in doubt when confronted by similar articles from dif- 
ferent manufacturers. The result is that we go round in a very 
narrow circle. 

HOW TO SECURE TRADE 

It follows that a large number of American manufacturing 
firms find themselves practically excluded from foreign markets, 
unless they have the energy and capital to undertake to represent 
themselves. The natural remedy, it seems to me, would be to 
crganize selling companies, the stock to be apportioned among 
manufacturers of allied, but not competing lines, these selling 
firms to establish selling agencies abroad on a practically co-oper- 
ative basis. We cannot sell American goods abroad without 
agencies through which to sell them. 

Another class of American manufacturers have exclusive con- 
tracts with large selling firms in New York, who handle their 
output and get such foreign trade as brokers bring to them. This 
method answers very well with a demand greater than the supply, 
but it certainly prevents trade expansion when the opposite is 
true. I should think that syndicates of manufacturers who have 
thus divested themselves of control of their own sales might 
profitably consider whether they should not require their central 
sales agency to adopt the policy of going abroad to build up and 
hold business. 

THE GREATEST NEED OF THE INDIVIDUAL. 

We come now to “the greatest need of the individual Ameri- 
can manufacturer in his foreign trade.” Probably his first need 
is to convince himself that he really wishes to engage in foreign 
trade. The American manufacturer will go to his annual con- 
vention and vote for resolutions about foreign trade; he may 
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have some vague notion that the Government ought to bri

foreign trade to his very door; he will write to consular officers 


for addresses, and he will go abroad to obtain rest, but only 
exceptional cases will he take the time to seek knowledge abo 


t 


his own private business in the foreign markets in which he 


might sell his wares. Now, all the generalizations and dogma 
assertions of all the pretended experts in the world are wo: 
less to him than knowledge at first hands, which he can obt: 
for himself in a few weeks at trifling expense. The great sign 
successes of American manufactures in the Old World have be 
made by firms who have simply extended their domestic ope: 
tions abroad, applying American methods in their own wa 
There is very little that is mysterious about this foreign tra: 
yet American firms which will set up branches without hesit 
tion 3,000 miles from their bases in the United States see som 
thing exceptionally difficult about doing the same thing abroa 

To-day the greatest obstacle to a more rapid increase in o 
foreign business is the indifference of the vast majority of Ame 
can manufacturers, and a lack of persistence, or what the Fren 
call esprit de suite, among many others. The Government 
doing all it can with the facilities at its disposal to increase o 
trade and to find new markets, manufacturers through their tra 
organizations are doing a good deal, and we have a trade jou 
nalism without an equal in the world, but these several instr 


mentalities, if they were absolutely perfect, could not increase our 


export business without a greatly stimulated practical inter: 
in the subject on the part of individual firms, followed by pra 
tical efforts to do something for their own account. 


AMERICANS LEARNING TO PACK. 

A recent issue of the British Trade Review (July 1) cal 
attention to the fact that the goods going out of the United 
States into foreign ports are by no means so badly packed 
some people would have the public believe. In pointing out exist 
ing evils affecting British trade, the Review says: 

Sufficient attention is not given to the necessity of packing 11 
a small compass. For transmission to a distant colony this i 
important, because the smaller the cubic measurement in whic! 
the goods can be packed the less is the freight, storage, cartag: 
wharfage, and sometimes the duty. 

American goods, and sometimes German goods are more closel) 
packed than British goods, without in any way increasing th: 
risk of breakage or damage. Whenever a duty by measurement 
has been placed on an article in Victoria, it has been found that 
the Americans and sometimes the Germans, have proved them 
selves able to place a greater quantity in a cubic foot than th 
British. The trade in lamp glases, bottles and in some othe 
items has been seriously affected by the difference in the close 
ness of the packing. 

A feature of the United States packing is the more general 
practice of making up articles into trade packages—that is into 


packages that can be bought and sold in the cases in which they are 


imported. Clocks, lamps and many such articles are sent in cases 
of unvarying size and containing a suitable number of articles 
for sale to retail shopkeepers, when similar goods from the con 


tinent or from Great Britian would be sent in large cases of 


irregular size, designed for no other purpose than to conve) 
the goods to Melbourne. Further, the United States use largel\ 
specially prepared pitch paper for lining cases, where the British 
use metal. The experience in Victoria is that the pitch pape 
is as effectual in preserving goods as metal, and that it is lighter 
and more convenient. 

In the boxing or “get-up” of small goods the United States 
manufacturers excel. They use cardboard boxes in numerous in 
stances where the British pack in brown paper parcels, and the 
Inited States practice is held to be preferable, for the reason 
that the box is suitable for placing on shelves of a shop. As re 
gards the goods which are packed in boxes in Great Britain and 
the United States, the boxing is nearly always better done in the 
latter country, the boxes being stronger and more sightly. Brit 
ish goods can commonly be picked out in the stock of a Hardware 
store by the greater number of broken boxes. The excellence 
of the manila paper and cardboard boxes used in the United 
States has been a considerable factor in advancing American 
trade. 


IS THE CLIPPING OF HORSES BEFORE WINTER 
ADVISABLE? 

The clipping of horses in the fall has many advocates and 
also many opponents, as is the case with everything debateable 
in this world, but, although the removal of a heavy coat of hair 
from the horse before cold weather would seem contrary to th 
decrees of nature, still those favoring the practise seem to hav 
the best of the argument. It is probable where injurious result: 
have followed clipping they have been caused by inattention to 
blanketing the horse when standing outside or in a cold stable. 

The following appeared in The Blacksmith and Wheelwrigiit 
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reference to correspondence from opponents of clip-

ping : 

“On respondents are slightly in error in their apprehension 
of the Horses are not usually clipped in either the coldest 
or the mest weather, but in the spring or fall or both:. Nor 
are th pped in most cases for the purpose of improving their 
appear Numerous tests have been made to ascertain the 
effect ipping and in all cases they have been favorable. As 
an authenticated instance of this the Buffalo Street Railway 
Comy lay be cited. When its cars were run by horses in- 
end ctricity they had their horses clipped in the fall and in 
the sp and a careful comparison showed that clipped horses 
did m rk, felt better and were in better health when chipped. 
Chey ractically no horses from pneumonia or other diseases 


after t were clipped, while before this was done a number of 
| every year from these diseases.

“We nquish to no one a greater admiration for the humane 
treatn f all animals, and especially horses, but there arc 
more horses injured every day from over-loading, jll-feeding 
and b reatment due to ignorance or crielty or both, than in 
ten ye by clipping. It is a common assumption that nature 
vives nothing unless it is needed; that the horse was given its 
casei of hair for a certain purpose and the animal should not be 
deprived of it. Possibly in its state of nature, when there were 
no blankets or staples, the coat of hair that is shed every year 
after the cold weather is over is as wise a provision as could be 
made. under present conditions, clipping is an improvement 
upon nature, Just as the trimming of trees of branches that na- 
ture has given them is an improvement. The only requisite |; 
that the pruning shall be done wisely. It is just the same when 
clipping horse. 

“In cold weather when a horse is in the stable or is standinz 
blanketed it does not need a thick coat of hair, and when it is 
heing used the animal is much better off without it. The editor 
of this journal has had his horses clipped for years, and chiefly 
because that with a thick coat they prespiree easily on being 
exercised, and when the,hair is once soaked with perspiration -t 
is almost impossible to get it dry and prevent a decided ten- 
deney towards colds, pneumonia and rheumatism.” 


FEWER POCKET KNIVES SOLD. 
“There is not so much call for pocket knives in New York

Many who could not be induced to carry a revolver did not hesi- 
tate to keep the springback knife where it would come handy. 

“The old horn handles have nearly disappeared from the city. 
They are still used in the country stores, but the city man who 
carries a pocket blade wants something that will not wear out 
his pockets, and which will not be any extra weight. 

“There used to be a combination knife that was a good deal 
in demand. In addition to its blade it contained a corkscrew, a 
pick, an awl, and a small pair of scissors. There is no demand 
in the city for such a knife now. The corkscrew has its uses 
still, and its place, but its place is on the sideboard. And then, 
you know, most decoctions as they are now put up do not re- 
quire a corkscrew. When a man wants a drink in this busy 
age he wants it quick, and the bottles are so arranged that you

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LANDLORD AND TENANT.

NO. 6. THE DURATION OF THE TENANT'S TERM. 


[t is usual to stipulate in the lease or rental agreement the 
time when the tenant’s occupancy of the premises is to terminate. 
Frequently the length of the term is stipulated, with a provision 
added to the effect that the term may be renewed on the prem- 
ises retained by the tenant for a certain time longer, at his option. 

But there are cases where the term is not definitely stated. 
or where the provision in the lease is not valid for the length 
of time agreed on. If the length of the term is stipulated, and 
the stipulation is valid, little difficulty can arise; but where the 
length of the term is for any reason uncertain, questions arise 
that frequently lead to trouble between the landlord and the 
tenant. 

Where the length of the term is not stated, the intention of 
the parties must be determined by the conditions and circum- 
stances of the case. The main factor going to determine the in- 
tention of the parties is the manner in which the rent is payable; 
as, if the rent is so much a week, or so much a month, or so 
much a year, the courts would construe the tenancy to be by the 
week, or month, or year, as the case may be. But it has been 
held that where the property is leased for farming purposes, the 
presumption is that the tenancy was for a year at least. The 
rent-paying periods is not taken as conclusive evidence of the in- 
tentions of the parties; it is only taken as presumptive, and 
evidence may be introduced to show that the tenancy was for a 
greater or less period than as indicated by the rent periods. 

The mere fact that the rent is payable monthly, quarterly, 
yearly, does not control in all cases. As, where a lease provides 
for an annual rent, payable monthly, it is held to be a tenancy 
from year to year. Permission to occupy where no rent is re- 
served, is not a tenancy from year to year. 

An egreement that a tenant may stay as long as he pays his 
rent, is held to be void; such an agreement amounts to a tenancv 
from year to year, or from month to month, according to the 
rent-paying periods. 

It is a general rule that every agreement as to the duration of 
a tenancy must, in order to be binding, fix its termination, either 
by date or by some circumstance other than the pleasure of the 
parties. 

As stated, the time of termination may be stated in the alter- 
native; that is, a certain time or a certain other time, at the 
option of the tenant. It is said that an agreement that a tenant 
may occupy premises until they are sold is valid. 

Frequently leases read to make the tenancy for a fixed time, 
subject to termination at any time upon so many days’ notice. 
Such agreements are valid, but it should be understood here that 
so many days, weeks, or months’ notice in the lease means, so 
long notice before the termination of one of the rent pert1ods 
So that if the lease is by the month, subject to termination at any 
time on a week’s notice, this is implied to mean a notice given 
one week before the expiration of the monthly period. So that 
if the notice were given only two days before the end of the 
month, the tenancy would not expire seven days after the giving 
of the notice, but at the end of the following month. 

Much trouble has arisen over the misconception of the mean- 
ing of the expressions “week’s notice,” “ten day’s notice,” and 
so on. The meaning is so many days’ notice ending with the last 
day of the rent-paying period. 

Of course there is nothing to prevent the parties from agree- 
ing that on certain notice a tenancy may expire at any time 
during a month, but such an intention should be clearly express- 
ed, by saying, for instance, that if the notice expires in the mid- 
dle of a month, rent shall be paid for the fractional part of the 
month up to the date on which the notice expires. 

A tenancy does not expire until midnight of the last day of 
the term.

HARDWARE OF THE LEVANT. 
3y Frep A. GANNON. 

In Syria and the Levant are good opportinities for American 
trade, according to consular reports and returned missionaries. 
C. Bie Ravndal, U. S. Consul at Beirut, Syria, tells in a recent 
consular report of many opportunities to sell Hardware and 
other American goods. Rev. Elihu Grant, of Saugus, Mass., 
who has spent three years traveling about the Holy Land as a 
missionary, says that there are splendid opportunities for Ameri- 
can trade throughout the entire region. 

Mr. Grant talks most interestingly on the Holy Land, for he 
lived outside of the cities and among the people, who exist as 
did their ancestors in the time of Christ and for centuries before. 
Many of the people are very poor. Women beg work at carry- 
ing dirt in baskets on their head at ten cents a day. The peasants 
go barefooted to save their shoes. They live in villages, and 
still go out to tend their flocks. 

But these people are open to civilization. The Christian 
schools are gaining steadily, and their graduates adopt civilized 
ways, hence a demand for modern goods. 

There are in the Levant big opportunities for the sale of 
thousands of farming tools and little articles of daily household 
use. Farming is still carried on in a primitive way. The Ger- 
mans are establishing agencies in the big cities of the Levant, 
and are gaining trade. 

An idea of some of the primitive implements used in the 
Levant is obtained from an inspection of the Oriental exhibit 
in the Peabody Museum, in Salem. Conspicuous in this col- 
lection is the rifle of an Arab shiekh, eight feet long, .a bore as 
big as a shot gun, a flint lock, and gay ornaments of fancy 
woods, brass and silver. A horse pistol as big as a blunderbuss, 
and a collection of Moorish daggers appear to have a splendid 
temper, and they are all in the shape of the Saracen crescent. 
One blade, however, is almost straight, and is marked 
“MCCCXII.” This date, it will be noted, is nearly two centuries 
previous to the time of the voyages of Columbus. 





Another handsome Arabian blade looks like a cutter, 
16 inches long. A Moorish powder horn has the characteristic 
crescent curve, and a Turkish powder horn is shaped like a long 
bottle.

A number of curious articles are included in this collection 
for instance, a lump of stone from the shores of the Re«! Sea, 
prayer wheel from ‘Thibet, brass cylinders for 
ornaments from Egypt, metal bracelets, like those worn by Roman 
gladiators from Damascus, a brass pen case and ink stand from 
Turkey, and other queer devices.

Mr. Grant says that the Moors, who, in the middle ages, were 
stayed in their wonderful campaign to conquer the world }j 
Charles the Great, now regretfully see the power of their won- 
derful swords yielding before the forces of civilization. | 

Civilization is breaking over this cradle of the world, for 
the Holy Land are the oldest cities known, American schools are 
growing in size and influence; American farming, irrigating and 
milling machinery, steam and electric railroads, windmills and 
petroleum engines, and other machinery have been introduced 
into various sections of the Levant in more recent years. Near- 
ly $8,000 worth of Hardware, not including $15,000 worth of iron 
nails and $500 worth of ice cream freezers and meat grinders, 
$300 worth of paints, and many other goods were sold by Amett- 
ican firms in Beirut last year, many of these goods being offered 
for sale for the first time to the natives. 

There are many opportunities for this trade to expand. 
Raundal says that Beirut bought $140,000 worth of paint last 
year, and needs many such articles as pumps, piping, iron beams 
and small Hardware. He recommends that American houses send 
salesmen to the leading cities of the Levant where the German 
and other European nations now have direct relations with 
dealers, and have considerably increased their business in recent 
years. If American manufacturers go after it, there is a good 
field for trade in the Levant.
